Mr, Mockridge was born in London, Eng- 
Jand, in A, D, 1816, When he was but a boy 
his father emigrated to the United States, 
taking up his abode in the State of Michigan, 
Tho deceased gentleman was always roligions- 
ly inclined, owing no doubt especially to the 
pious instructions of -his mother, of whont he 
always spoke in terma of the warmest: affec 
tion/even though she died whenhe was'young 
He was also of ao literary turn of mind, and 
against great difficulties mastered Latin and 
Greek, while for self support he taught school. 
His fathor boing a very loyal man, left Michi- 
gan and settled in Canada. his son conting | 
with him. Having had always a great desire

He was ordained Deacon in 1843, aud the 
year afterwanls Priest.

Several aro natives of the Holy 
Land, such as tho Syrian and Palostine, whilst 
othors are of more tropical origin, It was 
found, in order to obtain a grapo for either the 
Western or Northora States or for Canada, 
that would flourish in tho open air, a mixture 
would require to bo made between theso finer 
sorts ond the wild fox grapo. This aubjeot 
has occupiod tho attention of Horticulturists 
for some thirty years.

This should be quick- 
ly rolled up and oxcluded from the Nyht, 
and may be kept for weeks to he realy to op- 
orato with, This is dono by taking up some 
of the pollen collectod on a camel-hair poncil, 
and applying it goutly to the female organ or 
pistil ; as before stated, this oporation should 
be again repeated in aday or two. ‘Tho tlower 
should then be covered in a’ paper box, and 
whentho fruit has formed this may be romoy: 
ed and ono of muslin supplied, which should 
be kept on until the fruit is ripo, so that noth- 
ing can carry it away. Tho seeds should be 
sown in tho autumn, and the next year plants 
will be obtained a foot in hoight. ‘These 
shoul bo taken up and romoved to some se- 
euro placo where they will not froe 
replanted again in the spring.

Arms wore taken in tho boats, but brought 
ashore whon the crows landed, and thoy 
_ were mot by thonatives in an apparently 
friendly mood, They sauntored up to the 
villago, chattod with the head mon for 
some timo, mado thom prosonta or bartered 
without tho slightost indications of timidity 
or hostility. Whon aboutto leave a por- 
tion of tho crow had alroady reached tho 
boats, ore tho Commodore broko off a con- 
versation with ono of the chiofs, and was 
about to retire, when 
A NATIVE GAVE TIM SIGNAL FOR ATTACK, 


by firing at him almost point blank,sonding 
a poisoned arrow into his ribs. This was 
followed by a showor of arrows, the attack- 
ing party kooping undor cover, while the 
Englishmen withdrew slowly toward their 
boats, from whence ono portion obtaincd 
arms and covered the retreat of the remain- 
der amid fights of spears and’ arrows, by 
which theircommander and an ablo seaman 
named Frederick Smale word wounded in 
the head. Edward Rayner, A. B., had an 
arrow through his shouldor,and threo othor 
seamen were slightly injured. BeforeCom- 
modore Goodenough was gotinto his boat 
tho Kanakas pressed them so clogely that a 
fow shots wero fired to chock them, and one 
man was scen to fall. Tho sailors were so 
incensed at tho treachorous character of the 
attack that it was only due to the exorcise 
of authority thoy wore provented from 
taking summary vongeance, On boarding 
the Pearl tho wounded were attended to, 
and at a consultation of officors held sub- 
juent Pig Pamptodoro, after endoayor- 
ing to liate the conduct of the islanders 
by saying thoy know no better and were 
only avenging the ill-treatment received 
from white men, gaye ordors to man the 
boats, supplied tho crows with blank car- 
tridges only, so as to frighten the natives 
out of the villago, and destroy it without 
taking life. This was dono, tho ship was 
hoaded south for a coldor latitude, as more 
suitable for treating the wounded : and 
thy ithe results Fes anticipated, until 
10 sWhen symptoms of totanus exhibit 
ed themeselves in threo cases.

To the fora of the County of Hastings 
and the Town of Beller 

. Annoxed will be found the Report of a Joint 
Cominitteo on the question of an ‘Industrial 
Farm,” or ‘ Tlouse of ugo.” This Report 
was adopted by the County Co lat ite 
Tune yoasion, -Since that time a second Com- 
mitteo has beon appointed by tho Town 
Thix Committeo, in conjanction with the 
Committeo of the County Council, have given 
this matter careful consideration, an 1 have 
resolved to submit the following financial 
basis in connection with the Roport, for the 
information of the ratepayers of tho County 
and Town and for their considoration, and 
recommend that the quostion bo submitted 
for their opinion to be taken at the municip 1 
cloctions in January next. 

‘Tho estimated cost of a farm of 50 acres noar 
tho Town of Bollovillo is, $5,000 ; coat of suita- 
ble buildings for 150 inmates from $10,000 to

OL this sum thoy» propose that the County of 
Hastings should provide $12,000, aud .the 
Town of Belleville, $8,000, The cost of main- 
taining tho inmates to be regulated by the 
number sent-—dach of the two, municipalitic 
paying in proportion.

A Bingle wall, varying from 20 to 50 feet 
high, built from tho ruins of every date 
found readies to hand, enclose the whole 
town, thirty-four square towers rising at 
different points from its top.

Inside the town, close to the Protestant 
Chureh and near Zion Gate, you come on 
what is typical of tho whole place—the huts 
of the lepers, which are so poor and miser- 
able that they seem rather ruins than 
dwellings. The poor creatures, who are of 
all religions and of both sexes, form a little 
State among thomselyes, with their own 
Sheikh, and intermarry as freely as other 
people.
